Senator Morgan says further that the 
iroseoution of work on the canal would 
urnish employment to 50,000 Ameri- 
ans who are now marching on the 
ighways begging for work and often 
cr food. 


A *KEAT STRIKK. 


Fifteen 
the Great 
Hundred Mllen of 


Northern Tied Up. 
Mont., April 14.—Fifteen 


hundred miles of tbe Great Northern 
Railway system are tied np. The strike 
began at noon yesterday. As a result 
not a wheel is turning, not one tele- 
graph instrument is ticking, the ma- 
chinery in the shops is idle, the fires in 
the locomotives are oat and every em- 
ploye of the road, from coal heaver to 
conductor, is waiting for the company 
to take action. 


The strike extends from Larimore, 


N. D., to Spokane, Wash., on the main 
line, and from Havre to Butte on the 
Montana Central, and is the result of 
an order given by the new railway em- 
ployes' combine, the American Railway 
Union. 


The director of the strike is James 


Hogan, tha general organizer of the 
union. 


This is the first strike that has 


ordered by the American Eailway Em- 
ployes on any road, and as it is a ques- 
tion of life or death with tbe men or 
with the new oi'der, there is no doubt 
that it will be fought out to the bitter 
end. The A. E. U. combines all rail- 
road employes in whatever department 
under one general head. 


The men all struck together and they 


will not go back to work unless all go 
with their grievances settled. None ol 
the men in any one or two departments 
can be overlooked in the settlement o) 
tbe strike, for unless the demands ol 
all parties are agreed to the strike will 
not be settled.

A Critic Critici&ecl—Money not a Crea-

tion fired the Constitution of the 
United States at me, but in another 
column of the same issue of the JOUB- 
NAL, its editor had picked up and hurled 
that same Constitution at your head 
and fully justified me in my use of the 
word value. He not only justified me, 
for which I thank him, but threw you 
iuto a quicksand, from which you have 
no possible means of escape, except to 
take your back tracks. 


Had you scanned my article with a 


little more caj e and attention, you 
would have found in it nothing more 
than an earnest effort to free the minds 
of people from error and teach the 
truth, just that and nothing more. 


Why, 
anyone could have written it. 


That earthly vicegerent of Mammon, 
that porcine embodiment of greed, that 
demon of averice, treason and.perfidy, 
the Hon. John Sherman, whose bril- 
liant leadership every true Eepublican, 
who holds the success of his party of 
greater concern than the liberty of his 
country, is supposed to follow, could 
have written it; his full brother in vil- 
lainy, the festive, sport-loving Qrover 
who does not exactly fiddle, but orders 
out his fishing sm.ick to have a jolly 
good time, while the wails, groans and 
appeals of millions of bis famished 
subjects go out to him in vain for suc- 
cor and relief, could have written it; 
any of our Democratic or Bepublican 
Congressional 
jumping-jacks, 
who 


howls himself hoarse for or against 
high tariff, for the same reason that a 
paid attorney talks upon either side of 
a question could have written it; either 
of the illustrious gentlemen who a few 
weens since, at the 
Opera House, 


proved beyond a possibility of a doubt, 
that the ^Republican party is the fount- 
ain from which all streams of goodness 
flow, and then it demonstrates to a 
mathematical certainty that the jRe-

almost unanimously, in fact, in favor

That 
you understand what I mean, I have 
not the least idea, nor are there ten 
men in our State who_ do. This arises 
from no lack of intellect or education 
on your part or theirs, for I grant 
yours of a far higher order than mine, 
if you choose to claim it, but it does 
arise from a false belief, so grounded 
in the mind as to dethrone reason upon 
that subject, a belief as old as the his- 
tory of the world, that gold is the pure 
embodiment of. value itself, and that
